Review, have filed a minority report 
against tbe Norlands irrigation bill, characteming 
the measure as "unfair, unwise and improvident 
scheme," so vast that the ordinary mind is staggered 
at its mere contemplation." The report also says 
that the people of the Slates and territories do not 
apprcA-e the plan, and that the land grant railways 
are behind the scheme and are to he the real bene- 
ficiaries. 


Any scheme that will effect comprehensive irri- 


gation in th'-- greut west must naturally be of vast 
proportions. It is not strange, therefore, that the 
Xewlands jm-ject should stagger the ordinary mind 
of an eastern congressman whose western horizon 
never extend-; beyond the Mississippi. Any act in- 
volving the outlay of large sums of money for the 
far west finds little favor with many representatives 
of eastern States, because they have no clearer con- 
ception of ivhnt the far west is than Daniel Webster 
had of it'- possibilities So years ago. 


There may be provisions in the Newlands bill 


that aic not to be commended, but the arid land 
States and territorties will hardly regard its gener- 
al scope as unfair or improvident. 
Tt proposes to 


reclaim great areas of arid land and pay for the 
work from the sale of lands lyinjj in those States 
and territories. This does not appear to be an un- 
reasonable proposition. To what better purpose 
could the profits from land sales be put than to es- 
tablish systems of irrigation through which those 
lands would be reclaimed and become %raluab!e ? 


There may be objections to giving authority to 


the land department to disburse the funds accord- 
ing to its own pleasure; for this might allow of dis- 
crimination and favoritism. 
But the general pur- 


pose of the bill seems to be one that can be approv- 
ed by the arid land States and territories.
